2. REPORTS FROM THE PLANNING GROUP (LEWIS, EINAUDI AND 
COMPANY) NOW CONDUCTING TALKS IN A SERIES OF L.A. COUNTRIES 
REINFORCE THE IMPRESSION THAT FOR THE MOMENT AT LEAST 
THE LATINS WANT TO AVOID ACRIMONY OVER THE QUITO RESULTS. 
SIMILARLY, USOAS AS YET FINDS NO POST-QUITO DETERIORATION 
IN WORKING RELATIONS OR IN THE GENERAL OAS ATMOSPHERE.
